land. 

A wireless message from the liner 
at 4 p. mm announced that “another 
tragedy of the air and ocean had been 
averted. The sturdy plane had been 
located 605 miles northwest of Horta, 
where it took off, and about 766 miles 
southeast of Cape Race, Newfoundé- 
land. 

It was drifting 275 miles northwest 
of the point where the Italian flier 
De Pinedo was picked up last summer 
after a forced landing en route from 
Newfoundland to the Azores. 


“Saved and All Well.” 
A later message from the Minne- 
waska to the Radio Marine torpora- 


Saving time, announced that Capt. 
Courtney and his crew had been taken 
aboard and that all was well. 

“Rescued Capt. Courtney and his 
crew from their plane and all is well,” 
the message said.

A dozen ocean liners 
turned from their courses to race to 
the rescue. But when the first of them 
arrived at the position given the 
Courtney plane could not be found. | 

Hours of silence from the distressed 
plane after its landing led to the gen- 
eral fear that the radio had gone out 
of commission after its one cry for 
help. But the steamer Achatina got 
in direct communication with the plane 
again just before noon and was given 
the new position of 42.30 north 39.40 
west. This indicated that the plane 
had drifted steading to the northeast 
since its landing and was almost 100 
miles from its first position. 

Requests Immediate Aid. 

Land stations had not intercepted 
direct radio messages from the air- 
plane but several ships relayed reas 
suring messages that Capt. Courtney 
had said he was in no immediate dan-

Chemist Blames Dry Law 
for Farmers’ Price Troubles 


_ CHICAGO 


Prohibition is at the bottom of the 
farmer's troubles — if the eighteenth 
amendment were repealed the political 
parties wouldn't have any farm prob- 
lem to struggle with, declared V. R. 
Kokatnur, attending the Institute of 
| Chemistry of the American Chemical 
society 
The sessions, held at Evanston, have 
@rawn some of the world’s great sci- 
entists to Chicago. 

Mr. Kokatnur, a native of India, has 
studied in Europe as well as in the 
United States, getting his Ph.D. at 
the University of Minnesota—Vol- 
stead’s state. He did work for many 
large concerns, including the E. I. 
DuPont de Nemours company. He 
resides at Arlington, N. J., and has 
offices in New York City, where, since 
1922 he has been a consulting chemist. 

Says Dry Law Hurts Farmers. 

“There is no question that prohibi- 
tion is h the farmer, for it has 
cut off a source of income which would 
make his corn crops yield many times 
the money they’ now bring. 

“While chemistry is blazing the 
way for the utilization of farm wastes 
in the manufacture of furfural, plas- 
tics, celulose and other materials, pro- 
hibition has cut down a source of in- 
come for the corn farmer that cannot 
| be yequaled by all the new 4pplica- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Kokatnur was reminded there 
still is a considerable part of the corn 
crop converted into so-called “ corn 
licker”’ in this country every year. 

/ “Granted,” he said, with a smile. 
“But there is more so-called corn 
licker made from sugar and from 
other ingredients than from corn.

Then 
50 per cent of the glucose would turn 
into 100 per cent alcohol and the re- 
maining 50 per cent would become 
carbon dioxide. 

** And carrying the whole idea out, it 
may be added that if the farmer had 
some equipment he could even make 
his own fizz water, ginger ale Or what 
not, and .his dry ice for cooling the 
palate. For in the liquor making 
process there is the residue of the 
carbon dioxide, a 
in the instere of soft drinks and 
dry ice processes.”

When All This Ends. -

For several months the banks and the

| securities to absorb open money market 
‘funds. But these efforts have been large- | 
ly nullified by the big corporations 
ing their surplus funds into the cal 
market for the 6 per cent or better 


return that stock market loans have 
afforded for several weeks. 


Gain in Brokers’ Loans. 


Corporations, foreign banks and Individ- 
}Uals now are furnishing more than 40 
per cent of the loans being made to 
brokers by the New York federal re- 
serve member banks. The weekly re- 
port on such loans, issued last gight, 
shows “other lenders” are lending $1,- 
832,631,000 to brokers, while the ‘banks 
are lending $2,426,765,000. In fact, practi- 
cally all of the increase of $1,087,551,000 
in such loans in the last year represents 
additional corporation money. 

Last night's report on brokers’ loans 
showed an increase of $75,477,000 over a 
week ago, which was expectéd in view of 
the advance in stock market priées. 
New York banks 
own loans by $104,950,000, while out of 
town banks re@uced their loans by $53,- 
459,000. Other lenders increased their 
loans by $23,986,000 and thereby brought | 
their loans up to the highest level on 
record. However, the monthly report of 
the New York stock exchange showed a 
decline of $61,003,908 in loans to its 
j members during July, bringing the total |, 
on July 31 to $4,837,347,579. 

Increased Charge Voted. 

The New York Clearing House associa- 
tion, to which most of the banlk@ belong, 
yesterday adopted measures to discour- 
age stock market loans by corporations 
It voted to increase its 
service charge for placing loans in the 
stock market’ for other ienders than 
banks to one-half of 1 per cent. It 
also placed a minimum of $100,000 on 
funds so handled. It also increased in- 
terest rates on bank deposrts, making 
new rates ranging from 2 to 3% per cent. 
The increase in the charge for placing 
corporation funds in the stock market 
eall loan market will become effective 
Now the banks charge a com- 
mission of 5 per cent on interest yield. 
With call money at 6 per cent, corpora- 
tions will have ter pay nearly double 
under the ‘new rate but with call loans 
at 10 per cent, the old and new rates 
work out about the same. The new rate 
would tend to discourage an influx of 
money in normal times but enc 
when call loan rates are unduly high. |

Business was hum- 
drum and in the hands of the “elder 
statesmen” who had come through the 
storms of the nineties and had sought 
safety and security in vast concentra-‘ 
tions of capital which were believed by 
their friends and foes to have monopolis- 
tic powers. 

Whether the Sherman law, or the in- 
ventors and engineers who started the 
new_.competition were most responsible 
for ending this static phase of business 
history may never be known, but the fact 
remains that business today is plastic, 
exciting and full of opportunity and ad- 
venture.
